This column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans 


Not quite Top 10 material. Greg Valentine will no 
doubt experience mixed emotions when he looks over 
the ratings on pages 14 and 15. 

He'll be pleased to see himself in the number one 
spot in both the NWA and Mid-Atlantic categories. 
These rankings are based primarily on the fact that he 
has held and defended the U.S. title for several months, 
facing many prime opponents in the process. 

He'll no doubt also be 
pleased to find himself rated 
number five in Georgia. This 
rating comes as a result of Val- 
entine having followed Roddy 
Piper from the Mid-Atlantic and 
making himself a powerful force 
on the Georgia scene in a very 
short time. 

i He might also smile at the 
Greg Valentine fact that he’s achieved a num- 
ber five rating in the Most Hated category. Although 
Valentine wears the U.S. belt, the manner in which he 
took that beli—mutilating former U.S. champion Roddy 
Piper’s ear—remains despised by fans around the 
world. 

So with all these high rankings, why doesn’t Greg 
Valentine find his name among the Top 10? 

“The NWA and Mid-Atlantic rankings, where Valen- 
tine is concerned, are virtually automatic,” Sports Re- 
view Annual Senior Editor Bill Apter explained. ‘‘Valen- 
tine holds the U.S. title, and we can’t do anything about 
that. And if it was solely up to me, he’d be rated 
number one in Most Hated, as well. 

“But it takes more than just a belt to be considered 
for the Top 10,’ Apter continued. “It takes inherent 
skill, application of that skill, a superior won-loss record 
for the past month, and a certain level of earned re- 
spect. Valentine has some inherent skill, but all he

Slaughter announced. ‘‘Coming on 
with his son, currying favor with the 
fans, wrestling people who should 
be his friends; all of this is a dis- 
grace. Something has to be done. 
I’m. here to do the boy a favor. I'll 
whip Mosca back into shape! I'll 
make him a man again. Someone 
has to beat some sense into the 
boy!

Mosca wasn’t surprised when he 
heard the interview.

Dillon used to be Mosca’s man- 
ager. When Dillon decided to man- 
age Ron Bass exclusively, he 
dropped Mosca and several others. 
But he promised Angelo that he 
would one day take him back. 
When Mosca became a fan favorite, 
Dillon became his enemy. When a 
man of Dillon’s immense power 
and influence has an enemy, it’s 
not difficult for J.J. to find some- 
one to do him a favor, even if it 
means traveling to Canada. Mosca 
never had any proof that Slaughter 
was there at Dillon’s bidding, but 
for some things you don’t need 
proof.

They battered 
each other with a brutality that 
seemed impossible to endure. At 
one moment, Slaughter started 
choking Mosca. As he squeezed his 
hands around Angelo’s windpipe, 
Slaughter spat, ‘‘You’ll thank me 
for this. I’m making you a man!” 
The next moment, with a brilliant 
reversal, Mosca snared Slaughter in 
a headlock. Angelo put his face 
close to his victim’s and grinned 
wickedly. 

As might be expected, the ring 
proved too small to hold the action. 
The pair toppled over the ropes and 
Slaughter took charge. He grabbed 
Mosca and banged him into the 
corner ringpost. Then he started 
bashing Angelo’s head against the 
floor. It seemed this was the mo- 
ment Slaughter had wanted all 
along. 

Then, by some miracle, Mosca 
managed to escape. It happened.so 
quickly, no one could see exactly 
how it was done. The method 
didn’t matter. Weak from his beat- 
ing, but driven on by force only 
professional athletes can command, 
he started his attack.

T IS NOT written on any piece

When asked for an 
explanation, only one official is 
willing to talk for the record. And 
he demands anonymity. 

“It had to come out sooner or 
later,’ he acknowledges, “and | 
think it should come out. | haven’t 
always done the best thing for 
wrestling, nobody's perfect, but 
this is the only decision that 
keeps me up at night. We were 
silly to think we could keep it se- 
cret forever. 
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Abdullah has battled Harley Race (below), 
but not while Race was NWA champion. 
The maniacal Butcher will have to be dis- 
qualified for his ceaseless assault on Mr. 
Wrestling Il (right). How would it look for 
the sport of wrestling if Abdullah were 
champion? 


Abdullah’s violence is often not restricted to 
the wrestling ring. An official tries to break 
up a scuffle between the Butcher and The 
Invader in the corridor of a Puerto Rico 
dressing room. 


“Of course Abdullah _ the 
Butcher is on .a blacklist. There 
isn’t an official in the entire world 
who will hire him for a major title 
match. | mean, we have 100 per- 
cent agreement on this. The wres- 
tlers don’t know about it, at least 
not officially, but I’ve never known 
a champion to insist on giving Ab- 
dullah a title shot. I’ve heard that 
a few suggested it, feeling the 
guy earned the right, but they 
didn’t push when the answer was 
no. 

“The decision was made about 
10 years ago,” the official contin-

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Is Bobby Duncum the target of yet another sinister plot? Why 
would Duncum be signaled for destruction? Who wants 
Duncum ruined? And why? Fortunately Duncum survived. Now 
he goes about searching for those who wanted him dead 
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T IS NO wonder that Larry Zbys- 

zko has been nicknamed ‘“‘The 
Enigma’’ by members of the wres- 
tling press corps. Zbyszko is a very 
complex personality who doesn’t 
care to let anyone—the fans, the 
press, or the promoters—know too 
much about him. 

While he is secretive about his 
personal motivation and goals, the 
~ story of how he got his start in 
professional wrestling is well 
known. Zbyszko grew up two miles 
away from his boyhood idol Bruno 


Sammartino in Pittsburgh. Every 


day for several years, the young 
Zbyszko would go to the gym where 
Bruno conducted his workouts, 
seeking advice from the then-WWF 
champion. 

Zbyszko was often a guest at the 
Sammartino household and estab- 
lished a father-son relationship with 
the man many people consider the 
greatest wrestler in the history of 
the sport. So when Zbyszko told 
Sammartino that he wanted to 
make a career of wrestling, Bruno, 
knowing how difficult it is to make 
it in the grueling sport, reluctantly 
agreed to train him. ‘‘As long as he 
was determined to be a wrestler,’’ 
Bruno said, ‘‘| figured he might as 
well be prepared.’’ 

Before long, Zbyszko's success 
allowed him to shed the label of 
Bruno’s protege. Along with Tony 
Garea, Larry won the WWF tag 
team championship from The Yu- 
kon Lumberjacks in November 
1978. Three and a half months 
later, however, they lost the belts to 
Johnny and Jerry Valiant. Just 
about then, a big change began to 
take place in Larry’s attitude. 

After touring Japan, Zbyszko re- 
turned to the WWF and challenged 
Bruno Sammartino to a match. 
Bruno did not want to wrestle Zbys- 
zko at first but finally gave in to 
Larry’s wishes. Their nationally tele- 
vised match ignited the most bitter 
feud in WWF history. What started 
as a brilliant display of scientific 
wrestling ended in bloody horror

when Zbyszko smashed a chair over 
his mentor’s head, leaving him un- 
conscious in a puddle of blood on 
the mat. 

The feud reached its climax 
when Zbyszko (who had begun call- 
ing himself the ‘‘New Living Leg- 
end’’) met Sammartino in a Cage 
Match at New. York's Shea Sta- 
dium. Sammartino won the match 
and retired shortly after. Zbyszko's 
claim that he was responsible for 
Sammartino’s retirement deeply up- 
set Bruno Sammartino Jr., who was 
preparing to make his pro debut. 
The fact that they had grown up as 
close as brothers would mean little 
as the horrible Zbyszko-Sammartino 
feud continued. 


Zbyszko continues to stun the 
wrestling community. He sent 
shockwaves across the nation when 
he purchased the National heavy- 
weight championship from Killer 
Brooks for $25,000, a sale that 
was voided by the NWA. Zbyszko 
won the title legitimately in an 
elimination tournament and has 
struggled for control of the cham- 
pionship for the past few months 
with the popular Mr. Wrestling 11.

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WO POSTERS STAND over 
Harley Race’s desk. One is 

Dusty Rhodes, mouth parted, eyes 
bulging, fingers pointing threaten- 
ingly. The other is Jack Brisco, 
face contorted with intensity, neck 
muscles straining, eyes shining. 

In every aspect, Brisco and 
Rhodes look down upon Race’s 
career. Unlike any other chal- 
lengers. in recent memory, they 
vastly influence his decisions, his 
motivations, perhaps his future. 

Race hastily denies any 
obsession, assuring all that he 
treats each opponent in the same 
manner. Unfortunately, the facts ~ 
dispute Race’s contention. 

Each challenge evokesa different 
part of Race’s game and 
personality. Against Brisco, Race

“Me and Jack are different. A lot 
different. How anyone can say he’s 
in my league amazes me,” snorts 
Race. 

Yet comparisons with Brisco 
rankle Race. Many fans warmly 
remember Brisco’s reign. His 
graceful dignity, his generosity to 
both foes and friends earn him 
widespread praise. Race is simply 
not the type of man. 

Harley Race takes a while to 
understand. He’s simple, direct, 
and blunt. He doesn’t profess to be 
a Jack Brisco because Race 
doesn’t profess or try to be other 
than what he is. 

“Guys want that flourish, that 
hand-grabbing, how-are-ya type of 
champion,” said Race, bitterness 
edging his tone. “If I don’t like 
someone, I ain’t gonna stand up 
and say what a fine and dandy 
challenger he can be. 

“Some champs, like Brisco, they 
think how much better they are

Race can never forget the night 
Rhodes took the title. Nor can 
Race forget those days when he 
was challenger, instead of 
champion. Most importantly, Race 
cannot shake the worry that it 
could happen again. 

“Anyone who's ever been 
champ knows that someday, you'll 
pack up the boots and the trunks 
and call it quits. You can’t stay 
than the rest of the world. Hell, I’m 
a champ, but that don’t make me 
any better than the guy drivin’ the 
truck or the cab or workin’ 
the lathe. 

“This is a job and I try to do it as 
best I can. I can’t go worrying 
about what others did before me 
or will do after me,” said Race. “All 
I want is people to lay off the stupid 
comparisons. If they want 
anything to compare, let the toads 
talk about how I crush Brisco in 
the ring.” ‘ 


champion forever. It doesn’t work 
that way. Life ain’t that nice,” 
Race said. 

“All you can hope and strive for 
is holdin’ onto the belt for as long 
as you can. Once burnt, you 
wonder if a guy has your number, 
like Rhodes. Now I’ve wrestled 
tubby enough times to realize he’ll 
never take my belt. But the fans 
don’t know that. They’re always 
waitin’ for me to slip and lose 
to tubby. 

“Ain’t gonna happen, gang. No 
way I’m losin’ to tubby. Fans 
should stop waitin’ cause it ain’t 
gonna happen. But what I gotta do 
to once and for all destroy doubts, 
is whip tubby till he’s black, 
blue, and purple, until his tubby 
body looks like strawberry 
ice cream. 

“Once that happens, Ill rest easy.’ 

Sadly, Race spends. so much of 
his energies focusing on Brisco

and Rhodes that he neglects 
other, equally serious contenders. 
Such a slippage nearly cost him his 
NWA title in a bout against 
Jim Garvin. 

One of wrestling’s rising young 
stars, Garvin is a dangerous foe for 
someone psyched for the bout. 
When a champ is lazy, like Race 
was at times, Garvin can swoop 
down and seize the title. 

“Yeah, things got kinda tough 
out there,” remarked Race. 

At one point, ringside observers 
were unanimous in predicting a 
title change. Again, they under- 
estimated Race’s uncanny survival 
instincts. Using his battered fists 
as a bludgeoning ram, Race beat 
Garvin wobbly, then threw the 
youngster over the top rope before 
he could recover, resulting in a 
disqualification. 

“I’m still champ,” snapped Race. 
“Bring on Brisco and Rhodes.” O

The instigation of Studd’s 
angered surprise was an 
interview with Dino Bravo. 
Several months ago, Bravo and 


Studd wrestled in the Mid- 
Atlantic. Their brutal feud 
ranked among the most vicious 
in Mid-Atlantic annals. 

According to Studd, Dino 
Bravo was a slimy worm who 
slithered out of the area and 
into the AWA for reasons of 
health. 


“His health, man, ‘cause he 
was about to lose his health,” 
snarled Studd.

Sometimes | let my hatred for 
an opponent blind me to an 
opening. That isn’t good. 
When Ric learns how to 
control himself, he'll be 
totally overwhelming. Oo 
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Why is it that other wrestlers are 
permitted the luxury of deciding 
their own fate while he has to fly 
off to New York at a moment’s 
notice? Technically, the answer 
is that Bob Duncum agreed to 
“open contracts” in both the 
WWE and Mid-Atlantic areas to 
wrestle anyone the promoters 
wanted him to. However, while 
such contracts generally provide 
a clause whereby a wrestler can 
decline to leave the area he 
currently wrestles in, that 
particular provision was left out 
of Duncum’s contract. 


“It was there when | signed 
it," he claims. ‘Somebody is 
trying to get me. Maybe it’s more 
than one person. Or maybe it’s 
the whole sport.” 


Duncum would get just a few 
hours sleep before he would 
have to get up and devise some 
sort of plan to wrestle Inoki. His 
chances would be very slim. You 
cannot defeat a man like Inoki 
wrestling defensively. Yet, he 
would have to wrestle 
defensively to protect his 
injured forehead. 

He could only hope that Inoki 
would have an off night. He 
rarely does. 

Inoki immediately went after 
Duncum’s forehead. One quick 


flick of his fingers and the . 


bandage was gone. Another flick 
and out came the stitches. 


Soon both wrestlers were 
cover with blood.
